The Derry Employees, AFSCME, AFL-CIO, through their representative, 

William J. McDonough, on June 14, 1977 filed unfair labor charges against 

the Town of Derry for failure to negotiate in good faith charging constant 

delays in attempts by the Union to discuss the Fact Finder's report and 

complete negotiations. 

The Town of Derry, through its representative, Attorney Lewis Soule 

denied the charges and stated the representatives of the Town-were ready, will­

ing and able to continue negotiations in an attempt to reach a collective bar-

gaining agreement. 

Hearing on the matter was held on July 27, 1977 in the Legislative Office 

Building, Concord, New Hampshire. 

BOARD DECISION 

PELRB heard oral testimony and accepted written evidence from 

all parties of interest and issued the following oral decision effective 

immediately: 

"Both parties return to the negotiating table and negotiate 
in good faith and that insofar as practical, any changes 
that have been made in the work schedule and vacation schedule 
revert to the status.that existed prior to the break-off of 
negotiations." 
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As evidenced by the successful negotiations between the two 

parties, agreement signed by both parties on November 14, 1977, PELRB 

will not rule further in the unfair labor practice charges.
